How on O ffice Seeker 
Killed Garfield 


IXARDLY had J ames A. Garfleld 
taken the office of President in 
1881 when tall, mustached Charles 
J . Guiteau dogged his steps. Gui- 
teau, 42 years old, son of a Free­ 
port. Htf banker, was a lawyer in 
Chicago before Garfield’s election 
and long since had been called 
eccentric. 
Soon after the Garfleld family 
moved into the Wh^te House Gui­ 
teau appeared at the executive 
mansion asking for the post ol 
minister to Austria. Day after day 
he picketed the President’s offices 
without success. 
He would sit 
quietly for hours in the reception 
room, speaking to no one, appar­ 
ently oblivious of the stream of 
visitors. 
Finally, 
after 
several 
weeks he began writing scores of 
letters on White House stationery. 
At length the presidential secre­ 
taries 
barred 
him 
from 
their 
offices. 
But Guiteau was imperturbed. 
Next he picketed the state depart­ 
ment offices, still demanding the 
Austrian post. 
When told there 
w’as no chance whatever he said 
he would be content with the 
French consulate post. Then the 
state department excluded him. 
Several days later Guiteau got 
his revenge. He shot Garfleld in a 
Washington railroad station, once 
In the arm and once in the back. 
Garfleld died subsequently and 
Guiteau was hanged for his crime, 
Garfleld is shown above on a 
stamp of the series of 189 0, 6-cent 
light maroon, enlarged.

prominent member of the 
Republican party and the Ameri­ 
can Legion, addressing one hun­ 
dred tw enty-fi\e Republicans as­ 
sembled at the fourteenth annual 
McKinley day banquet at Hotel 
Bothwell Saturday night, declared 
that there would not be anything 
done aboi’t conditions in Kansas 
City, abcut which there has been 
so much publicity recently.

The fact is that the governm ent 
cotton curtailm ent program of de­ 
creasing 
acreage 
approxim ately 
one-half had inevitably tended to 
create a surplus of sharecroppers 
and tenants and farm laborers in 
the cotton region of approxim ately 
one-third of the population. 
“Simultaneously with this situa­ 
tion the governm ent has given 
landoxxmer checks for this idle 
acreage. 
If the tenant stays on 
the land he m ust share in that 
check.

stock and m achinery and set up 
a so-called community and took 
a few of these sharecroppers and 
farm tenants, both Negroes and 
whites, and put them in it. There 
was a feeling among a great group 
of the surplus sharecroppers and 
tenants that if they put on the

they

would get a four room white house 
and would have money given to 
them for an indefinite term. Then

William H. Russell, "Napoleoa 
of the West" and founder and de­ 
veloper of the Pony Express, was 
born on January 31, 1812, one 
hundred and twenty-seven years 
ago this week, in Burlington. Ver- 
mont. 
His father died soon after 
the w ar of 1812, and later his 
m other and step-father moved to 
Missouri, where young Russell be­ 
gan work. 
By the late 1840’s he 
had entered the freighting busi­ 
ness, carrying government con­ 
tracts, and some years later, w ith 
W. B. Waddell and Alexander Ma­ 
jors, he formed a freighting part­ 
nership that became international­ 
ly known as the firm of Ru8.scll, 
Majors and Waddell. 
The growing importance of CaW 
ifornia both politically and eco­ 
nomically stim ulated the desire of 
both the North and South for a 
means of quicker coast-to-coast 
communication. 
In 1854 a United 
States senator, William Gwin of 
California, made an overland trip 
on horseback from San Francisco 
to Washington, D. C., accompanied 
part way by B. F. Ficklin, general 
superintendent for the firm of 
Russell, 
M ajors 
and 
Waddell. 
During the journey Ficklin is said 
to have confided his plahs for es­ 
tablishing closer transit service 
between the Missouri river and 
the West coast, and the Senator 
quickly became an advocate of the ^ 
plan. 
The 
following 
January, 
Senator Gwin introduced a bill es­ 
tablishing weekly letter express 
between St. Louis and San Fran­ 
cisco, but the bill was killed in the 
Senate. During the next few years 
Congress was busy with the sla­ 
very question; the cross-country 
express plan was practically for­ 
gotten. 
Overland Ex press 
In the w inter of 1859 -60, how­ 
ever, Russell was called to Wash­ 
ington to discuss some governm ent 
freight contracts, and while there 
he met Senator Gwin, who con­ 
vinced him of ^ e need of an 
overland express along the cen­ 
tral route to the coast, one which 
could be kept open all winter. 
Russell fell in with the plan at 
once, forseeing that if his firm 
could dem onstrate the feasibility 
of such a route they could be sure 
of a virtual monopoly for carrying 
transcontinental mail. 
In spite of the disapproval of ' 
his partners, Russell got them to 
undertake the venture, and soon 
the Central Overland California 
and Pike’s Peak Express Company 
was 
organized. 
After 
several 
months of preparations, the first 
Pony express riders left stations 
at Sacramento, California, and St. 
Joseph, Missouri, simultaneously, 
on April 3, 1860. Relays of riders 
who were the pick of the fron­ 
tiersm en 
rode 
across 
desert, 
mountains, and plains, bringing 
the mail from the Missouri river 
to California in ten days. The Ex­ 
press excited great 
enthusiasm 
among the people, and Russell be­ 
came the man of the hour. 
His trium ph was all too short, 
though, for on December 25, I860, 
came the news 
of 
a 
fraud in 
Washington that startled the coun­ 
try. 
The firm of which Russell 
was president was in debt, and in 
order to help out the financial 
situation Russell had journeyed to 
Washington to attem pt to collect 
from the governm ent w hat it owed 
^ 
on mail contracts. 
The Federal 
treasury was at the tim e empty. 
In order to secure funds, the sec­ 
retary of war, John 
B. Floyd, 
abstracted bonds from the Indian 
Trust Fund am ounting to some 
$870,000, and acceptances given by 
Floyd to Russell w ere substituted. 
When this scheme was known to 
Congress an investigation was im­ 
mediately begun, and Floyd, Rus­ 
sell, and an official of the Inter­ 
ior departm ent who had secured 
the money, w ere indicted by both 
Congress and the courts of the 
District of Columbia, for conspir­ 
acy together to defraud the United 
States government. 
Russell futilely protested his in­ 
nocence. 
The crim inal courts of 
the District of Columbia, dropi>cd 
their 
indictm ents, 
apparently 
turning the case over to Congress, 
where it was tem porarily lost in 
the Civil w ar crisis that came up. 
Russell was succeeded as president 
of the Express company at the 
next m eeting of the Board of Di­ 
rectors by Bela M. Hughes. Rus­ 
sell’s guilt or innocence is still » * 
m atter of debate. 
The completion of the Pacific 
I telegraph in October, 1861, spelled 
doom for the Pony Express, and 
* the following year the company 
was sold to Ben Holladay, famous 
stage line promoter. The Express 
was a complete failure commerci­ 
ally, and lest a fortune for each 
of the partners. 
Russell, after disposing of his 
interest in the Express, went to 
New York, attem pting to regain 
his fortune in speculative enter­ 
prises. 
He became ill in the sum- . 
mer of 1872, and was taken to the 
home of a son in Palm yra, Mis­ 
souri, where he died on September 
10 of that year
